MILITARY CONVOY 
COMES TO STRATHMORE 
MAY 29 - 3 PM. 


Colorful Military Displays lead the 
Intensive Recruiting Campaign to 
Raise Alberta’s Quota of 2,600 Men 
for the FORCES. 

The army will “take possession” of 
more than 60 Alberta towns in a color- 
ful drive starting at Okotoks on May 
22nd, Ten vehicles will transport this 
miniature army of 125 officers and 
men from town to town to give de- 
monstrations of army life which will 
range from the setting up of a field 
kitchen to thrilling manoeuvers, with 
a Bren gun carrier going into “act- 
ion”. 

The first part of the itinerary in- 
cludes— May 22nd, Okotoks, 10 a.m; 
Turner Valley, 3 p.m; High River 8 
Pp. m; May 28rd, Nanton, 10 a.m; 
Claresholm, 3 p.m; Macleod, 8 p.m; 
May 24th, Pineher Creek, 10 a.m; 
Coleman, 3 p.m; Hillcrest, Bellevue, 
and Blairmore to be advised; May 
25th, Cardston, 2 p.m; Raymond, 8 p. 


m; May 26th, Lethbridge, all day; 
May 27th, Taber, 10 am; Medicine 
3 p.m. to end of day; May 28th, 


Brooks, 3 p.m; Bassano, 8 p.m; May 
29th, Gleichen, 10 a.m; Strathmore, 
3 p.m, 

A gala occasion is being planned for 
each point on the route, with local 
units of the reserve army, civic offic- 
ials, veterans’ organizations, Boy 
Scouts’ and Girl Guides’ troops and 
other organizations cooperating. 

Parades with a military Band will be 
held and in the evenings big camp 
fires will be built and the soldiers 
will hold a camp sing song to the ac- 
companiment of fthe band. These 
diverse military demonstrations will 
serve to introduce “life in the army” 
to men of military age who are anx- 
ious to do their part actively for Can- 
ada in the fight to maintain freedom, 

32,000 men will be enlisted in the 
next two months in Canada, Alberta’s 
quota is 2,600. Men are wanted for all 
branches of the service, including the 
new armored corps now being form- 
ed. There is a demand, too, for trades- 
men of all kinds for the various units. 

This military convoy forms the op- 
ening drive in Alberta’s campaign to 
build Canada’s fighting forces. Men of 
action who want to do their bit act- 
ively can be medically examined and 
enlisted by the recruiting party with 
medical board tha accompanies the 
touring unit,

George VI, by the Grace of God, of 
Great Britain, Ireland and the British 
Dominions beyond the Seas King, De- 
fender of the Faith, Emperor of India, 
That is the official title of Canada’s 
king, the first monarch ever to visit 
this the second member of the Com- 
monwealth of British nations. 


Had Queen Victoria crossed the 
seas within thirty months after her 
coronation, which would have been 


exactly one hundred years ago, she 
would have come as “A’exandrina 
Victoria, by teh Grace of God, Queen 
of the United Empire of Great Britain 
and Ireland, Defender of the Faith.” 
At that time the Union of Canada, 
which was to develop into the Domin- 
jon of Canada forty years later, had 
not been completed, The monarch was 
not Queen of Canada, or of Upper 
Canada, or even Empress of India. 
She was Queen of Great Britain which 
held dependencies in various paris of 
the world, of which Upper Canada, 
Lower Canada, New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island were 
included. Responsible Government 
even in domestic affairs, at that time 
was an ideal in the minds of the more 
progressive, some of whom including 
the grandfather of the present Prime 
Minister of Canada, were in exile as 
rebels. The Governor appointed by the 
British Government did most of the 
ruling, or attempted to do it, and a col- 
ony was just a colony, a sort of out- 
post and an accommodation for Bri- 
tish Government, 

A comparison merely of the title of 
King George VI with that of his 
great grandmother in 1839 reveals a 
remarkable transformation from the 


British possessions scattered in var- 
ious parts of the world developing, 
without force, conquest, revolution or 
bloodshed, slowly but steadily into 
autonomous nations and members of 
the British Commonwealth of  self- 
governing nations, 

The title of Queen Victoria remain- 
ed unchanged for thirty-five years, ex- 
cept for the elimination of the first 
name, but the relations between Brit- 
ain and her progressive, ambitious 
and restless North American posses-

sions aliered frequently and  exten- 
sively. Two years after this supposed 
visit the union of Upper Canada and 
Canada was completed; ten 
years after, the battle for responsible 
government in domestic affairs was 
won by the new Union and through the 
Sixties other rights of autonomous ad-

ministration were secured. Before 
thirty years had passed the Confeder- 
ation of the North American provinces 
had been completed and Canada, 


though still more a Colony than a na- 
tion had visions of its own future im- 
portance, 

3ut the title of the British monarch 
remained unchanged until 1876 when 
Disraeli with a dramatic flourish ad- 
ded “Empress of India”, This addition 


Was spectacular but relatively unim- 


portant, a glittering gesture without 
any change in relations between Em- 
pire and dependencies, Up to that 


time British statesmen saw two alter- 
natives in the future development in 
the Empire and its possessions, The 
tle colonies, 
with Britain standing alone unencum- 
bered and without colonial responsib- 
ilities, The Imperialist visualised an 
Empire, world wide in extent with 
one centralised Government— One 
‘Throne, one government and, perhaps, 
one tariff, No person at that time or at 
any time during the 19th Century 
could have foreseen the trend of em- 
pire development which even then 
Was under and was to advance 
so rapidly in the Twentieth Century, 

The next change in the title of the 
monarch came after ihe Imperial Con- 
ference in 1901, at the time of the 
Coronation of Edward VII. It was at 
the close of the South African War, 
when the Empire discovering 
that the Dominions had grown up and 
were taking on national stature. The 
Dominions realising their own growth 
viewed with alarm any suggestion of 
permanent separation from the moth- 
er country. It was under such condi- 
tions that the relations of that time 
and future hopes, were embodied in 
the Roya Titles Act and the amended 
title read as follows, 

Edward VII, by the Grace of God, 
of the United Kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland and of the British Do- 
minions beyond the Seas, King. De- 
fender of the Faith, Emperor of India.

Dominions in the next quarter of a 
century than In all the pregeding 
years. South Africa became one of 
the Dominions, with all the rights and 
freedom of the other Dominions. Then 
came the World War and Britain dis- 
covered that the Dominions had be- 
come full grown nations. Eire joined 
the Empire with full Dominion status. 

The full development of the Domin- 
ions into full stature was recognized 
in the Imperial Conference in 1926 
and further recorded in 1929 and in 
the Statute of Westfminster in 1981. 
The Crux of it all reads as follows— 

They (the members of the Common- 
wealth including Britain and the Do- 
minions) are autonomous Communit- 
jes within the British Empire, equal 
in status, in no way subordinate one 
to another in any respect of their do- 
mestic or external affairs, though un- 
ited by a common allegiance to the 
Crown, and freely associated as mem- 
bers of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. 

‘We who pride ourselves in our Bri- 
tish heritage, delight in our British 
association and rejoice in the achieve- 
ments, traditions, democracy and jus- 
tice of Great Britain can glory in that 
sentence of less than fifty words. 
That is one of fthe greatest triumphs 
of our united British people and of 
the races who join to make up the 
British, Commonwealth of Nations. 
That will become part of our sacred 
writings, with an honored place be- 
side the Magna Charta, the Bill of 
Rights, and other glorious records of 
our people. 

Now we have reached a point in 
this story where we can understand 
fully the importance of the Crown in 
the make-up of this great Common- 
wealth, 

“The Crown is the symbol of the 
free association of the members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations” 
explains the Statute of Westminster. 
King George VI is something more 
than a symbol. Queen Vietoria was 
Queen of Great Britain and our Queen 
because our Dominion belonged to 
Great Britain. George VI is King of 
Canada. Britain now has no power, 
constitutional or legal over Canada 
and can no longer disallow our legis- 
lation or give formal direction of any 
kind, “Every self-governing member 
of the Empire is now the master of 
its own destiny” explains the confer-

DR. KELLOWAY 
IN STRATHMORE 


Inspiring and thought provoking 
sermons were delivered Sunday, 
by Dr. W. F. Kelloway on the occa- 
sion of the Anniversary Services of 
United Church. 

At the morning service Rev. Dr Kel- 
loway challenged the church at large 
in its impotence, in that during this 
generation two major wars had been 
waged, and the church had been pow- 
erless to prevent them. Why? 

At the evening service Dr Kelloway 
took as his topic the parable of The 
Prodigal Son. He said that hitherto 
some people had been inclined to 
make their religion a strictly person- 
al thing, whereas it should also be 
social, in that “I am my brother’s 
keeper” and we are responsible for 
the ill-fed, ill-clad, and desperate con- 
ditions of those less fortunate than 
oursebves. 

Referring to th eProdigal Son, lik- 
ened him to the “Give-Me’s” of the 
world, whage only thought is “Give 
Me,” entirely regardless of others. 
The desperate waste that is carried 
on while thousands are hungry, ill- 
clad and poorly housed is our respon- 
sibility and we as christians must 
make it our live concern to bring ab- 
out a new social order, wherein such 
conditions do not exist. 

Specifically describing the implica- 
tions of the Parable in a world state 
not a personal one, the speaker said 
the Prodigal Son represented the 
Scribes and Pharisees, the Father, 
God — the Home, represented the 
World — and the elder brother, the 
Publicans and Sinners. 

After the Prodigal had spent his 
wealth in riotous, wasteful living he 
returned to the Father, God whose all 
forgiving love took him in, gave him 
the fatted calf — plenty of food, the 
best robe, comfortable clothes to 
wear, and gave him a ring the symbol 
of honor, There was also music and 
dancing showing happiness and 
ture, not a sad and distraught world. 
This the preacher said symbolized the 
aew world of the new social order. 
There was one jarring note, that of 
the elder brother whom he stated re- 
presented the rebellious, indifferent 
ones — or those who would not give 
their aid to help bring about this new 
condition — but the new order pre- 
vailed, notwithstanding.

LONDON— The war has brought 
Clementine Churchill, a first-rate 
platform speaker, out of voluntary re- 
tirement. The tall, curly-headed wile 
of Britain’s wartime prime minister, 
has made two recent broadcasts ap- 
pealing to the women of India and 
England to donate woollens for civil 
defence workers. 

Daughter of the late Col. Sir H. M. 
Hozier and Lady Blanche Ogilvy, 
daughter of the 7th Earl of Airlie, 
Mrs Churchill stumped a great deal 
for her husband in his early political 
career, but stopped in 1922 and did no 
more public speaking until 13 years 
later when she helped their son Ran- 
dolph in a Commons campaign. 

Wartime activities of the Prime 
Minister's wife have included the op- 
ening of Birmingham's war loan week 
and a recreation club for New Zea- 
land troops in London, and visits to 
bombed areas. 

Outlook On Life— 

Mrs Churchill finds life in England 
today “thrilling” and says she is 
“glad to be alive at this moment of 
our history.” But she hastens to add 
that “I do not mean for a moment that 
life is in the least enjoyable. We are 
quite literally living under the shad- 
ow of death.” 

The Prime Minister’s wife is a 
handsome, graceful, grey-eyed Wo 
man, who looks so young that she has 
been taken for the 66-year-old Prime 
Minister’s second wife.. She’s fond of 
British tweeds and wears them with 
British nonchalance., 

These days she lives in the country 
away from teh thick of bombs, but 
comes to London every few days for 
a brief “look in” at 10 Downing St.

Waiting Strategic Moment— 


Whatever official explanation 
seems most appropriate to offer, the 
controlling circumstances is that the 
President is not yet persuaded that 
the occasion and the timing are right 


for a significant and decisive pro- 
nouncement of policy. 
Such a pronouncement will be 


forthcoming and it is now expected 
that it will not be deferred more than 
two weeks, Mr Roosevelt is determin- 
ed that he will not be pressed into 
premature commitment, although the 
pressing has been almost exclusively 
by his closest friends and Cabinet 
associates, There has hardly been a 
session of the inner “War Cabinet” 
for a month that one Cabinet official 
or another has not urged the Presid- 
et to speak out. 

“It is evident,” says Mr Michelson, 
“that despite some discouraging re- 
ports, a lot of material, guns, air- 
ships, ete., are getting to where they 
will do the most good. 

“It bears out the President’s in- 
sistence on the delivery of planes, 
guns and other combat material, in 
the production of which our factories 
are now bending every effort. 

“Incidentally, it indicates that the 
President has a very clear idea of 
what has to be done to compass the 
Hitler projected world domination.”

Thus a 
new chapter has been written in the 
development of Alberta’s tourist at- 
tractions, 

Jasper National Park was_ estab- 
lisehd in 1907 and has an- area of 
4,200 square miles, making it by far 
the largest national park in Canada. 
Both Banff and Jasper are wild life 
sanctuaries as well as_ recreation 
areas, and most of the big game indi- 
genous to the Canadian Rockies are to 
be found within this territory. One 
mayn ot hunt or molest the wild crea- 
tures in these parks, but fishing in 
the hundreds of lakes and streams for 
which the region is famous is_ per- 
mitted, 


Belly River Highway, Waterton Lakes National 
Park, 


Banff-Jasper Highway has opened up 
a new and fascinating mountain play- 
ground to motorists. This new road 
links the great national parks of 
Banff and Jasper, traversing a region 
closely associated with the early his- 
tory of Canada. David Thompson, 
famous explorer and geographer, pio- 
neered this route which was known 
as the “Athabaska Trail.” It was used 
for years afterwards by the pictures- 
que cavalcades of fur-traders on their 
journeys across the Rockies to and 
from the Pacific coast. 

The new Banff-Jasper Highway fol- 
lows in part the old Athabaska Trail 
south from the town of Jasper to the 
Whirlpool River. Where once only 
the moccasined feet of Indians and 
the unshod hoofs of their ponies lab- 
oriously treaded a narrow, winding 
trail, now long, shiny motor cars, 
motor buses and motor caravans car- 
ry thousands of tourists over a new 
road into a mountain wonderland, in 
comfort and safety. 

The course of the new highway 
north from Banff and Lake Louise 
was first travelled by Dr James Hec- 
tor, a member of the Palliser expedi- 
tion sent out from England in 1857 to

He is King of 
Canada, King of Australia, King of 
South Africa, King of New Zealand 
as well as King of Great Britain. He is 
the connecting link binding them all 
together. 

No monarch in any age ever had 
such a unique position. The respon- 
sibility, though not a trying one be- 
cause of our democratic system of 
governments, is wider than tht ever 
possessed by man before —except for 
his two immediate predecessors. 

So we have the triple approach 
King George VI comes to us as the 
king of the United Empire in whose 
traditions, history and _ glorious 
achievements we all have a share. He 
comes as King of Canada, our own 
country, He comes as the authorita- 
tive official holding together the Bri- 
tish Commonwealth of Nations of 
which we are a member.

TOWN COUNCIL 


There were uo contentious subjects 
on the agenda at Council on Tuesday 
night, and the meeting was over in 
lots of time to hear teh mews. It was 
stated that the Council sorely missed 
the radio which one of their number 
had thoughtfiily provided at the pre- 
vious meeting. 

The lumber from the old bleachers 
at the ball park has been cleaned up, 
and so has most of the brush in the 
park, with a few loads remaining. 
These will be cleaned up “in jig 
time,” said the public works commit- 
tee. Thirty-eight dead trees around 
town have been replaced with live 
ones, as have also a few which were 
not dead, but merely dormant. 

Councillor Spillman was 
deputy-mayor for teh next 
months’ period, 

By-law number 214 was read the 
third time and passed, putting up all 
lots to be sold at the forthcoming tax 
sale at their assessed value, This is 
in line with prescribed procedure, and 
there seemed little alternative. 

Permission to cut the hay on the 
land opposite Schulte’s was granted, 
with a provision that the land be 
cleaned up. A letter received from the 
highways board in Edmonton, stated 
that very careful consideration would 
be given the request to oil the high- 
way through town, but that since it 
was only a temporary measure, and 
the expense was high, any action was 
rather unlikely. 

The committee on finance, will go 
to work as soon as the Court of Revis- 
ion on June 3rd has been held, and 
draw up the estimates, and millrate 
for the coming season. The public 
works committee were instructed to 
see about the entrance to the hay- 
land across from the school. Appar- 
ently, the highway operations which 
have been going on, have lowered the 
ditch on one side, so that it is impos- 
sible to get in or out, 

The stores and business places of 
the town will be asked to co-operate 
with the military authorities, by clos- 
ing on Thursday, May 29, from 3 to 5 
p.m. while the authorities are holding 
a parade in town, This is in order 
that all the townspeople may get out 
to see the parade, and back it up. 

It was strongly recommended that 
a test be made of all fire equipment, 
including hydrants, hose, truck, and 
so on, Some of it seems to be in rath- 
er bad shape, and council felt that 
the groper time te find this out was 
belore the fire, not at it. :
